Majority of Republicans Present Vote 


Against Agreement, Division Being 


Seventy-eight Ayes and Eighty-seven 


Noes— Democrats 
Almost Solid 
in 


Favor, Only Five Recording Their 


Votes in the Negative.

15.-- Pitsident 
Taft’s reciprocity agreement with Can­ 
ada was typified in the house of repre­ 
sentatives through the support of an 
almost solid 
Democratic vote. 
The 
McCall bill, carrying the agreement 
into effect, was passed. 221 to !i2. 
A majority of tile Republicans pres­ 
ent voted against the measure, the 
division boing 78 ayes and NT noes. 
The Democratic was 143 ayes and 
only 5 noes. 
A majority of the Repub­ 
lican progressives present voted for 
the bill. 
The McCall bill now goes to the 
senate. 
What its fate will be in that 
body is problematical at this time. 
President Taft believes that if a tili- 
buster can be avoided 
and 
a vote 
taken the bill will pass. 
Ile is in­ 
sistent the senate shall act one way 
or tile other and 
has 
indicated 
he 
would call an extra session of con­ 
gress if it does not do so. 
The passage of the bill in the house 
came at the end of a long debate, 
which at times was as bitter as has 
been heard on the floor of that cham­ 
ber in years. 
The fight was confined 
almost wholly to the Republican side. 
Democratic members joined in from 
time to time and taunted the major­ 
ity members for their lack of unity. 


Good Democratic Doctrine. 


The Democratic leaders also put in 
the claim that the reciprocity agree­ 
ment was good Democratic doctrine 
and declared they were glad to wel­ 
come President Taft and many of the 
house Republicans Into the Democratic 
fold. 
The suggestion came from the 
Republican side that 
Mr. T a ft, and 
Champ Clark might be rivals for the 
next Democratic presidential nomina­ 
tion. 
.Mr. Clark claimed that in a con­ 
test of that kind he would win “ hands 
down.” 
A ‘final 
vote 
was 
reached 
only 
through the application of a cloture 
rule which shut off all amendments 
and even dispensed with the reading 
of the bill. 
The Republicans opposed 
to the bill fought the rule to the very 
last, denouncing it in caustic language. 
They directed their fire especially 
against the Democrats and accused 
them, on the eve of going Into power 
In the house, of enforcing a “ gag rule” 
as drastic as anything against which 
they had so eloquently inveighed in 
the past.

laughed 
loudly at this and seemed thoroughly 
to enjoy the discomfiture of their old 
time enemies. 


Clark Criticises Dalzell.

Oregon Plan of Choosing Senators Up 
to Iowa Governor. 


Des Moines, Feb. 15.— When Gov­ 
ernor Cnrroll appends his signature to 
the Oregon plan bill passed by the sen­ 
ate it will become a law in this state. 
The hill passed the house of repre­ 
sentatives by a vote of two to one. and 
it passed the senate by a vote of 311 
to 16. 
The standpatters opposer! It in both 
the house and senate and they hope i 
that Governor Carroll will veto it Its. 
friends believe it will be possible to 
pass it over a veto. 
This enactment of the Oregon plan 
for Iowa’s future senatorial elections 
may have an effect on the senatorial 
deadlock, the twenty-second fruitless 
ballot of which was taken by the legis­ 
lature. 
Senator Young early proposed that 
the selection of a senator to succeed 
Dolliver be left to a primary election 
of Republicans only, but bills for that

sion of congress unless a concurrent 
resolution were passed re-enacting the 
bill a year ago. 


RETURNS HIS SECOND VETO 


Governor Vessey Rejects Bill Relating 
to New Counties. 
Pierre, S. I)., Feb. 15.— To abolish 
the free range in South Dakota and 
wipe out a proposed insane hospital at 
Watertown is the intent of two house 
bills introduced. 
One of the bills by 
Knight by its repeal would eliminate 
free range from all sections of the 
state and wipe out the preferential 
right in 
that line which stockmen 
west of the Missouri have had for 
years. 
The other repeals an old act 
locating an Insane hospital at W ater­ 
town. 
Governor Vessey returned his sec­ 
ond veto of the session on the bill • 
which seeks to authorize the organi­ 
zation of new counties entirely by 
residents within the territory affected 
and without supervision of election 
by men residing without the county 
and not interested 
in 
the personal 
fights of such organizations. 
The house 
passed 
in a modified 
form the bill requiring railway com­ 
panies to stop trains at county seats 
and United States land office towns, 
but amended it to apply to only one 


for a day or two business of impor­ 
tance to different states and communi­ 
ties was pushed through with little in­ 
terruption.

BLACK SNOW IN THE ALPS. 


Covered Valley and Hills to Depth of 
Six Inches. 
A curious natural phenomenon has 
been observed la the lower Emmett 
valley above the Lake of Brienz, Swit­ 
zerland. 
One morning the inhabitants woke 
iii* to find that it had been snowing 
both iii the valley and on the slopes 
of the surrounding hills. 
About six 
inches of new suoxv was lying, and 
as far as the eye could see it was not 
white, but of a grayish black color, 
as if a thick coating of dust and soot 
had accumulated upon It. 
It was much blacker than snow 
which has been lying a week in a city 
exposed to all the smuts of the sur­ 
rounding chimneys, whereas, of course, 
In the Binmen valley there was noth­ 
ing to soil it. 
The only explanation which any one 
cml offer of the phenomenon of black 
snow Is that it may be due to vol­ 
canic ash brought by winds across the 
sea aud the mountains from Etna, 
which has lately been in eruption. 
Heil snow, of course, is a fairly com­ 
mon phenomenon in the Andes and 
was remarked by Darwin.
